What else may be In store Is Urtvllcd o;ily by 
the time and Ingenuity at Hitler's disposal. 
Certainly no humanitarian considerations 
will deter the nazls from fulfilling their 
promise to make the last days of the third 
rclch a bloody nightmare for Europe. Hints 
of chemical or bacterial attacks are too fre- 
quent to be entirely ignored. 

Fortunately Hitler did not give up hope ot 
victory by traditional warfare until too late. 
When he did, In the case ot the flying bomb. 
British espionage and British air power threw 
him oft schedule and delayed the robot at- 
tacks until after the French Invasion. Even 
so the flying bomb, though apparently too In- 
accurate for anything short of large city 
areas, has brought much disruption and has 
lied up a sizable segment of air power to 
right It, 

J Time, power and ingenuity are on our side 
today. While Hitler puts his last hope on ac- 
crel weapons, the \3nlted Nations are crush- 
ing his armies and finding antidotes (or the 
new destruction he has displayed. 

But will the world consider fchat might 
have been? Will the world believe that such 
horrors will be the weapons of another war. 
Just as the wood-and-canvas airplane of the 
last war became the thundering sower of 
death In this? 

Will the world remember that another war 
wilt bring prodigal slaughter and destruction 
hitherto undreamed of? Will It remember 
this not for months and years but tor de- 
cades, and work unceasingly- lor peace and 
strike .swiftly and fiercely at any threat 
against It? Will It remember how It said, be- 
tween J0I8 and 1939, that "another war will 
be so terrible that no government will dare to 

• take the responsibility of starting It?" 



"I'OTOniAC FEVER" 

W. M. Jeffers, president of the Union Paclr 
fic railroad, has discovered a new disease 
which may be responsible for niuchjof the 
short-slghtcdncss symptomatic of our .sprawl- 
ing bureaucracy. 

In taking the government to task for filing 
action against the railroads, Jeffers pointed 
out that Wendell Bcrgo of thelu. S. depart- 
ment of Justice "Is suffcrhiK fidm a case of 
Potomac lever and as a result ftas seemingly 
lost his sense of direction." I- 

In the midst of the most serious transpor- 
tation crisis In this war effort, Jeffers re- 
marked. It Is unfortunate that the depart- 
ment of Justice has seen fit to attack tile hon- 
esty, loyalty and business Integrity of the 
railroads ot the nation and those responsible 
for their management and operation. 

"Wendell Berge. born In Nebraska, and In 
charge of the government's pre-election ac- 
tion against the railroads and railroad men," 
Jeffers udded. "has been away from the west 
so long that he Is not familiar with the prog- 
ress, not only of the railroads but of Industry 
generally." 

Unlike a good many critics of new deal bu- 
reaucracy, Jeffers has ground for crltlelsm. 
As the nation's rubber czar during the early 
stages ot the war, he did a Job generally rec- 
ognized as outstanding. One of the reasons 
. for his success In that capacity was that he 
refused to be Intimidated or hampered by 
anyone, all the bureaucrats Included. 

There arc few In this countrj- who will not 
admit the railroads have done a superior Job 
In the war effort^far superior to the Job 
ddne In the last World war when the govern- 
ment took It upon lUeir to operate the rail- 
roads.
